Witness was5 feet9inches and 
Leslie was shorter. Did not make any 
inquiries about Leslie when he went to 
the fire. He thought if he had been in 
the building he would have been burnt 
to death by that time. He made an at- 


tempt to get the horses out of the 
stable. WitnesS said prisoner and 
Hoehme were not friendly. Did not 


know for sure whether there was $300 
in the store at time of fire, he only 
judged by what had been there previ- 
ousiy. Witness did not have any con- 
versation with Hoehme after the fire 
at his store or his house. 

Crown Prosecutor, Mr. McDonald, 
here asked permission for his partner 
Mr. Cogswell to assist him in ihe 
case as he was not feeling well. 

Corporal Joyce of the R.N.W.M-P. 
was then put in the box. He had ar- 
rested Lilge and Grams at Lilge’s 
house and drove them to Fort Saskat- 
chewan.During the drive Lilge told 
him that on the night of the fire he

KING OPENED PARLIAMENT 
London, Feb. 20.—King Edward op- 
ened the second Parliament cf his reign 


The police and coroner are at

mony. The absence of Queen Alexan- 
dra, the Prince and Princesa of Wales 
and the Duke and Dutchess of Con- 
nought andthe mourning into which the 
Court had been thrown by the death of 
King Christian detracted from the bril- 
lance of the pageant. Otherwise the 
Royal procession from Buckingham 
Palace to the House at Westminster 
and the proceedings in the House of 
Lords followed the lines of those of 
previous years. The weather was 
cloudy but the rain held off and all 
points of vantage along the troop lined 
route followed by the royal progress 
were occupied by cheering crowds. 
London, Feb. 20.—A pointed reference 
to Ireland, contained in King Edward’s 
speech to the House of Parliament. 
coupled with the announcement of the 
determination to grant constitutional 
government to the Transvaal, brought 
these two questions immediately to the 
forefront in the debates in the House of 
Lords and the House of Commons on 
motions on the address in reply to the 
speech from the Throne.

AN EMPIRE BREAKER 

To detract attention probably from 
the overwhelming defeat of the par- 
ty honored by its support in Great 
Britain the London Times has turned 
its attention to Canedian affairs and 


contributes considerable quantities of 
space in recent issues to alleged expos- 
itions of the political situation tn this 
country generally and in the North- 
West in particular. While the author- 
ities are not cited the subject matter 
and general tone of the article would 
indicate that our great contemporary 
has derived its information from the 
columns of the Tor- 
onto News and its opinions 
from the news columns of the 
Mail and Empire. With two such in- 
exhaustible sources of perverted and 
perversive imagery todraw from, some- 
thing out of the ordinary might have 
been expected from the Times. But the 
expectation is not warranted by the 
results and where it might have per- 
formed a feat the Times has only suc- 
ceeded in compiling a dignified re-hash 
of all the nonsense of which Canadian 
Conservatism has. been the author dur- 
ing the past year. But reiteration is 
not counted a fault by a poverty-strick- 
en party and the vsporings of the 
Blunderer are bill-boarded on the front 
pages of Canadian Conservative publi- 
tions as though an oracle had pro- 
nounced final judgment upon Canadian 
Liberalism and it was all over but 
the obsequies. To show, probably that 
recent disagreements with the corpor- 
ation ex-leader of the party in this 
province has not alienated it from the 
Conservative party the Calgary Herald 
follows suit and even surrenders its 
editor!al page to the space requirements 
of a Times’ effusion. To enhance 
the authority and weight of the deliv- 
erance it is ushered in with the un- 
proven statement that the Times is the 
“Greatest newspaper in the world.” 
The Times will undoubtedly appreciate 
the compliment and reciprocate in kind. | 

The Times begins witli: the rss 
statement that the passag2 of.the au- 
tonomy bills “has resulted in the bit- 
ter antagonism, sometimes resulting in 
defection, of those old-time Liberals in 
the eastern provinces to whom the par- 
ty had stood for distinctive political 
principles.” Strangely enough the elec- 
tion returns from London, North Ox- 
ford and North York are all quoied in 
proof of this terrible disruption among 
the Liberals of! the eastern provinces. 

In the same connecticn we are told 
“The matter has aroused much more 
excitement in the east, the home of 
political veterans than in the west it- 
self where the population is new and 
wholly absorbed in material pursuits.” 
That the matter created much more 
excitement in the east than in the west 
is undoubtedly true, but that is no 
excuse for the ass#@rtion that the de- 
egree of excitement is a criterion of the 
soundness of judgment or for 
the suggestion that the people of the 
eastern provinces know more or care 
more about the welfare of the western 
country than do the people whe are 
wording out the destiny of this land 
and who must stand or fail, succeed or 
fail, by the consequences of their ef- 
forts.

THREE DESERTERS 


A Japanese newspaper prints this 
tale on the authority of Admiral 
Kamimura “In the early Meiji days 
the great Saigo —Saigo Takanori— 


seiected three lads whom he sent to 
atudy at the naval college at Tokio. 
These three lads were Yamamoto, 
Togo and Kamimura. Yamamoto is 
now Admiral Baron Yamamot, Min- 
ister of Marine, and as for Togo and 
Kamimura, their names alone need 
to be mentioned. The three youths 
applied themselves diligently to 
study, but in 1875 very disquieting 
news reached them — that their patron 


Saigo had severed his relations with 


the Government and that a serious 
collision appeared inevitable. Then 
they took counsel together. {t seem- 


ed impossible for them, though mere 
lads to remain quietly at their stud- 
ies while a crisis perded. If 
Saigo were in the right, then their 
plain duty was to range themselves 
on his side and fa!l or triumph with 
him. If he were in the wrong, then 
they would be under no lesser obli- 
gations to advise him by sacrificing 


their lives according to the tradi- 
jonal custom of loyal Samurau. 
Hence it seemed to them that they had 
no chance but to hasten to Kagoshima 


such 


and place themselves in direct com- 
munication with their patron. 
“They made their escape from the 


naval college at night and succeeded 
in reaching Osaka. There they found 
their siender stock of money already 
fresh -supply 
proceed. 
Their only hope lay in a frank  ap- 
peal to Godai Tomoatsu, the famous 
Samurai merchant of Osaka. To 
him they unhosomed themselves and 
asked for aid. He refused to assist 
them in any way. That evening, as 
they sat sadly in their inn debaling 
their sad position, -the door was 
suddenly drawn partly open and a 
man’s hand tnrew in -a_ parcel. It 
contained a sheaf of bank notes. 
Godai chose this clandestine method 
of succoring them; prudence had dic- 
tated the curt refusal, but his sym- 


pathies were with the _ lads. Their 
difficulties were now solved. Taking 
passage in a little coasting steamer 
they reached Kagoshima and repair- 


ed to the residence of Saigo. 

“He rated them in the strongest 
terms. ‘I selected you as promising 
students,’ he said, ‘and sent 
the naval college. not with any sel-

NEW RULES FOR | 
CAR SERVICE 


Regulations Adopted by the Railway 
Commission Regarding Dem- 
urrage 


i oe ' 


At a recent session of the board of 
Reitway Commissioners the question of 
demurrage on cars was taken up and a 
hew eect of rules adopted to apply on 
Canadian railways. The rates former- 
ly charged ty the companies are can- 
celled and ihe new rules come into ef- 
fect on Maich ist. Following are the 
principle rules applicable to Zeneral 
traffic. ‘ 

RULE 1 

When cars are held under load »r 
awaiting loads beyond the free time al- 
iowed by Ruie 2. f2¢ anv reason for 
which the consignee or shipper is re- 
sponsible, a toll of one dollar per car, 
per day of twenty-four hours, or any 
part thereof, shall be charged to, and 
paid by the shipper. consignee or other 
party responsible therefor, in addition 
to all other tolls paid, or payable, in 
respect of the goods carried, or to be 
carried, in or on such car. 

RULE 2 

Twenty-four hours shall be allowed 
the consignee. after notice of arrival, 
in which to pay the tolls or charges (if 
any), and give orders for special plac- 
ing or delivery: (subject to Rules 11 
and 15). 


Forty-eight hours free time shall be 
allowed for loading or unloading (ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided). On cars 
Placed for loading or unloading, before 
or at 11 o'clock a.m., the free time 
shall begin at 1 p.m. following; if 
Placed after 11 o’clock a.m., the free 
time shall begin at 7 o'clock a.m. fol- 
lowing. 

EXCEPTIONS 

(a) Twenty-four hours additional free 
time shall be allowed for unloading 
coal, coke, and lime, in bulk, and for 
scriptions of lumber only., namely: 
scriptions Of lumber only, 
boards, deals, and scantlings. 

(b} Five days free time shall be al- 
lowei at Montreal and at tide-water 
ports for unloading lumber and hay for 
export. 

(Cc) In the portion of (Canada to 
which the Manitoba Grain Act, 1900. 
and its amendments, apply only twen- 
ty-four hours free time shall be allow- 
ed for loading grain. 

(dq) Twenty-four hours additional 
free time shall be allowed for clearance 
of costoms, where the destination is a 
port of entry, making the allowance 
for clearance of costoms, and for giv- 
ing, placing or delivery orders, forty- 
eight hours in all. 

Where the destination is not a port 


of entry. forty-eight hours shall be al- 
lowed for clearance of costoms at the 


outside port of entry.

RULE 3 
No car service toll shall be charged 
for Sunday or legal holidays. 
RULE 4 
Car service tolls shall not be collect- 
ed from the consignee for any delays 
for which the costoms officials may be 
responsible. 
RULE 5. 
Cars shall be placed as to be eas- 
ily accessible at all times during the 


| period allowed for loading or unload- 


ing. At stations where such placing 
is at the time reasonably practicable, 
cars shall be placed so as to be easily 
accessible on both sides. Time lost to 
the shipper or consignee through in- 
terruption, either “ by movement of 
trains, or shunting of cars, or any 
other cause for which the railway com- 
pany is, or may be held to be, respon- 


sible shall be added to the free time 
allowance. 
RULE 6 

If wet or inclement weather, accord- 
ing to local conditions, renders loading 
or unloading impracticable during bus- 
iness hours, or exposes the goods to 
damage, the time allowance shall be 
extended so as to give the full free 
time of suitable weather. But if the 
parties neglect or fail to avail them- 
selves of the first forty-eight hours. 
of suitable weather, they shall 
allowed additional free 
gon of such neglect.

YUKON AFFAIRS. 
(Yukon World) 

Ag soon as the announcement is made 
of the date on which Parliament will 
convene, Dr. Alfred Thompson M. P. 
for Yukon, will make arrangements to 
leave Dawson. He wants to be pres- 
ent at the opening of the house. In go- 
ing down to Ottawa Dr. Thompson says 
he is going with more data, and a ful- 
ler knowledge of the way to get at 
things than when he went last year. 

A Worid reporter called on Dr. 
Thompson, who, in reply to several 
questions as to what he intended to 
bring up at the coming session, said: 

“There are two great matters of par- 
amount importance at the present mo- 
ment; a mining code, and money from 
some quarter for adequate water sup- 
ply. The transportation problem is an 
easy third for place. 


“Regarding the mining code, I have 
preached the doctrine of a mining code 
for years. Our mining laws should 
be incorporated in an act of Parliament 
and made unchangeable except by that 
body. 

“Well, sir, I think the time has ar- 
rived for having this done right.” 

“If a minister of mines is appoint- 
ed, as the press reports would indicate, 
one of the first things I shall ask him 
to do is to assist in giving us a set 
of staple laws. 


“In connection with the mining code 
I must say that the work of Com- 
sioner McInnes and the members of the 
Yukon -Souncil on the special«committee 
is invaluable. They have secured a 
vast amount of data and right from the 
miners themselves. I feel that the re- 
sult of their findings,will be nearer 
representing the concensus of opinion 
on this than .anything that 
has happened heretofore.

BATTLE WITH ARMED BANDITS 
New York, Feb. 10._A Fort Worth; 
Texas despatch says that details have| 
been received of a battle fought in kl 
Sierra Madre Mountains of Mexico on 
Saturday between Juan Colorado’s out- 
laws and the guards of a builion train 
traversing the mountain trail. Bullion 
to the value of thousands of dollars 


was © veing ‘conveyed, on the backs of 
mules to the raflroad for shipment to 
the States. Allan Smith, an American 
was in charge of the pack train with 
seven Mexican guards armed with Win- 
chesters. The train was Passing 
through one of the wildest recesses of 
the mountains where the trail was 
extremely narrow and dangerous when 
an attack was made by Colorado and 
twelve followers. The outlaws opened 
fire from behind boulders and other 
places of concealment. Smith ordered 
the guards to hold their ground and use 
weapons, and set the example by open- 
ing with his Winchester. So deadly 
was the fire that Colorado and his 
gang were routed leaving two dead and 
one wounded. Colorado is slightly 
wounded. In leading the attack on the 
outlaws Smith fell mortally wounded 
and two men were killed.
